The spirit produced 
from sugar is to pay the same ‘amount as the 
spirit made trom malt, the regulations respect- 
ing which were set forth by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. He would not admitthe use 
of molasses, as it would open the door to frauds 
on therevenue, The different duty of 1s. Gds. 
in favor of British spirits over rum, was to be 
reduced to Gd. The duty on ram would now 
b= 8s. 4U. and the duty on British spirits Gs. 10d. 
Rum to be imported into Scotland at 4s. 2d. 
duty, and into Ireland at 2s. 2d. duty. leavin 
the'same relative differences between the spir- 
its distilled in those countries: and the rum im- 
ported into England. The general result of 
these measures would be, he thought, to reduce 
ths price of grain rather than of spirits or beer.

For the recla- 
mation of waste lands a million sterling is to be 
advanced. The land so purchased will be re-| 
told in small lots, for the purpose of creating a 
yeoman proprietory, whose status will fill up 
the existing void between the peasant and the} 
present race of landlords.
